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State Welfare Board Votes 
$19 Million Cut In Payments 


INDIANAPOLIS (UPI) - The 
Indiana State Welfare Board by 
a 3-2 vote today adopted a re­ 
solution that would reduce wel­ 
fare payment approximately $19 
million annually. 
The board adopted a resolu­ 
tion amending its standards of 
requirements to apply a 25 per 
cent ratable reduction in deter­ 
mining the amount of assistance 
to be granted in the welfare 
programs for families with de­ 
pendent children. 
The resolution now must go 
to the attorney general and the 
governor for their approval. 
It was one of two alternatives 
the board faced as it convened. 
A group of about 35 women 
and 
children 
who 
identified 
themselves as members of the 
Welfare 
Rights 
Organization, 
left the welfare board confer­ 
ence room in indignation and 
streamed across the street to 
the Statehouse.

First they demanded to s e e 
Governor Bowen, who is in Ca­ 
nada on a brief fishing trip.

He 
said he was convinced that the 
approach indicated by the legis­ 
lature — to cut back welfare 
abuses and use the money to 
increase payments to the truly 
needy—would prove the b e s t 
way.

Illinois Judge Bans Bull Island 
Festival; Promoters Fight Order

A judge at Carmi, 111. Tues­ 
day banned the holding of Sept. 
2 and Sept. 8 music festivals 
on Bull 
Island northeast of 
Carmi, while the promoters of 
those events were in court at 
Mount Vernon, Ind., seeking to 
prevent injunctions sought by 
Hoosiers. 
Judge Henry Lewis of White 
County, III., granted the tempor­ 
ary restraining order on a re­ 
quest by Illinois Attorney Gen­ 
eral William Scott. 
The order was issued against 
Sounds Incredible, Inc., promot­ 
er Harry Creeley, of Indianapo­ 
lis, who testified before Posey 
County Circuit Judge Steve Bach 
at Mount Vernon that the events 
would be “concerts,” not festi­ 
vals and would last only about 
12 hours. 
Creeley said the “ concerts do 
not come under the mass gath­ 
ering laws of Indiana and Illi­ 
nois, which he said c o v e r 
events with minimum durations 
respectively of 16 and 24 hours. 
Creeley’s lawyer, David Alli­ 
son of Indianapolis, indicated he 
would seek Wednesday to fight 
the restraining order issued at

Creeley testified he had no 
connection with Bob Alexander 
ot Evansville, who produced last 
year's rockiest at Bull Island. 
He said he expected 50,000 per­ 
sons for each event—a country 
music concert Sept. 2 and a 
bluegrass music concert Sept. 8 
—but had sold only 26 tickets 
to the first concert. 
The landowners’ petition com­ 
plained of trespass and road 
blockages in the Bull Island fes­ 
tival last year and said individ­ 
uals suffered damage to proper­ 
ty ranging from about $750 to 
$2,000. 
The state petition alleged in­ 
adequate roads, jails, fire and 
sanitary facilities, food a. n d 
camping provisions and o t h e r 
needs for the events Creely 
planned.

Legal Battle Begins Over

WASHINGTON (UPI) — A 
White House lawyer, defending 
President Nixon’s 
refusal to 
surrender tape recordings bear­ 
ing on Watergate, told a federal 
judge today that impeachment 
by Congress was the sole legal 
remedy to abuse of presidential 
power. 
Charles Alan Wright made 
the claim in a U.S. District 
Court confrontation over the 
Special 
Prosecutor 
Archibald 
Cox. The battle over Cox’s 
demand for full disclosure of 
the tapes is expected to reach 
the Supreme Court in a fewr 
days. 
Chief District Judge John J. 
Sirica, presiding' over the show-

Nixon should 'be compelled to 
turn the tapes over to the 
Watergate grand Jury, asked 
Wright;

INDIANAPOLIS ( U PI ) — 
Hoosier 1973 waterfowl season 
dates were announced today by 
Joseph D. Cloud, director of the 
Indiana D epartm ent of N atural 
Resources. 
The duck, coot and m ergan­ 
ser season is two periods total­ 
ing 40 days—Nov. 3 through 
Dec. 3 and Dec. 22 through Dee. 
30. 


Limits are four bagged per 
day and eight in possession. 
The daily bag lim it on. ducks 
may not include more than two 
or one redhead. The possession 
lim it on canvasbacks or red­ 
heads is one and on wood ducks 
four. 
The m erganser limits are five 
daily and 10 in possession, of 
which not m ore than one daily 


and two in possession may be 
hoded m ergansers. The daily 
bag lim it for coots is 15 and 
toe possession limit 30. 


The season, on. geese is in two 
periods totaling 70 days—Oct. 20' 
through Dec. 
15 and Jan. 8 
through Jan. 20. The daily bag 
limit is five, including no m ore 
than one Canada goose or two 
white-fronted geese, or one of 
each. The possession lim it m ay 
not include more 'than two Ca­ 
nada. and two white - fronted 
geese. 
Federal wildfowl surveys indi­ 
cate the total fall flight of duck* 
in 1973 is expected to be less 
than 1972. Goose m igration in 
the Mississippi Fly way is ex­ 
pected to be com parable w i t h 
1972.

The Indianapolis Museum of Art first 
became a very special place after hearing 
Ed Straley, of Indianapolis, speak at the 
Monday Circle Guest Day program in 
May Mr. Straley is the son of Frances 
Tyner, and is the assistant curator at the 
Museum, specializing in oriental art. He 
is a graduate of Rushville High School. 
Straley’s program at that meeting was 
on Chinese art, and he illustrated the 
talk with slides and artifacts of Chinese 
art from his own collection. Mr. Straley 
specialized in this field in college, and 
has been studying Chinese, hoping next 
year to obtain Sabbatical leave for a 
year’s study in Japan. 
Mr. Straley has assisted in cataloging 
many recent acquisitions and was given 
credit for assisting in the research and 
editing of the 130-page book published 
in the fall o f 1972, “Recent Accessions.” 
This book, expertly prepared, is a bul- 
letin-catalogue listing and describing 
new treasures for six year retrospective 
1966-1972. 
The Indianapolis Museum of Art is not 
new. An Art Association of Indianapolis 
was incorporated almost a century ago. 
However, it is only in the last twelve 
years, with the generosity of innumer­ 
able citizens, that the museum has de­ 
veloped and received international recog­ 
nition. 
In the autumn of 1967, the children of 
the late J. K. Lilly, Jr., gave the family 
estate known as Oldfields, to the Mu­ 
seum. On these magnificent grounds a 
new museum, was built and dedicated in 
October, 1970. 
The permanent structure of the mu­ 
seum complex includes the dominant 
Krannert Pavilion, named in honor of 
Mrs. Herman Krannert, formerly Chair­ 
man of the Board of Trustees, and the 
late Mr. Krannert, Housed in this Pavil­ 
ion are the Oriental Collection, which in­ 
cludes a white nephrite incense burner 
from the 19th century and a silk hand- 
scroll of the Yun Shoü-ping period. Also 
in the Pavilion are the African Collec­ 
tion. European Old Masters, and a vast 
collection of American artists. 
A major structure on the museum, 
grounds is the Lilly Pavilion of Decor­ 
ative Arts, the former home of J. K. 
Lillv, Jr. It was built in the style of an 
18th Century French country home, the 
interior designs reflecting the period in 
parquet floors, paneling, and furnish­ 
ings. Throughout are famous master­ 
pieces by 18th centurv artists and a fine 
collection of antique silver, china, glass­ 
ware, and porcelains.

nave been regarded as part of 
the family and were treated by 
their maisters as such.

attitude. By which I m ean the 
concept of being part of the 
family also was held by the 
pets themselves. 
Indeed, 
there 
have 
been 
many instances where a dog or 
a cat would consider itself to be 
a more important part of the 
family than its 
status 
might 
warrant. 
One Should Say “Sir” 
A dog, for example, might 
ignore 
commands 
unless

Allen. It will not be a popular 
move with a large, important 
industry. 
Even the state is interested 
in insuring against loss. Juries

awarded 
judgm ents

$1.75 million against the state 
since sovereign immunity was 
abolished. Some $570 million in 
damage suits are now' pending.

1973 IHSAA Football Championship Play-Offs 


The following regulations for the 1973 State Football. Play-offs have been adopted 
by the Board of Control and are subject to change by the Board when deemed neces­ 
sary. 
I. GENERAL 
A. Football championship play-offs will be conducted in each of three school 
classifications. The play-offs will consist of two semi-final games and one champ­ 
ionship game between the four district representatives in each classification. 
B. Participation is optional as in all other IHSAA sponsored events. 
C. Notice of Intent — Prinicipals of schools desiring to participate in this pro­ 
gram must have notified the IHSAA on or before May 15, 1973, by submitting 
their varsity football season schedule for the following season. A compliance 
form will be provided to each school. 
D. Schedule Changes — Any changes made in a school’s varsity football schedule 
after August 15 will not count in that team’s play-off points for that year. 


II. SELECTION OF TEAMS 
A. Districts — Indiana shall be divided into four geographical districts for each 
classification and districts may be redefined as warranted by the Board of 
Control. 
B. Classification — Schools participating in the football play-offs shall be classi­ 
fied every two years according to their male enrollment in grades 10, 11, & 12 
as certified in the annual report required by the Division of Inspection — State 
Department of Public Instruction. The 1973 classification will be based on 1972 
enrollment 
1. AAA (3A) — Schools with male enrollment of 501 and over. 
2. A A (2A) — Schools with male enrollment of 251 to 500. 
3. A — Schools with male enrollment of 250 and under. 
Each classification will include approximately one-third of the total number of 
participating schools. 
C. Re-Classification — A school may move up one class by making an official 
application on the “Notice of Intent” form prior to the odd-year season and 
must remain in that classification for two years. Exceptions may be considered 
by the Board when consolidations or reorganizations take place. 
D. Number of Games — To Be Counted 
1. A maximum of ten games will be counted but no season games played dur­ 
ing the week of the semi-finals shall be counted. 
E. District Representatives — 
1. Rating Points — A numerical rating will be used to select one representa­ 
tive in each of the four districts for each of the three classifications.

a. Total accumulated points will be divided: 
(1) By 9 when less than 10 season games are played by a school 
(2) By 10 when 10 season games are played by a school 
The district representative in each class will be the team with the 
highest point average. 
b. Out of state schools will be classified the same as Indiana Schools. En­ 
rollment will be obtained by the IHSAA. 
c. Two games with the same team — Points for both games will be count­ 
ed. 
d. Rankings — will be announced by IHSAA weekly after the sixth game. 
Scores for remaining games will be taken from newspapers in your 
area unless you notify us that such is in error. 
e. District Representatives will be notified by phone on or before Tues­ 
day preceding the semi-final games. 
2. Tie-breaking procedures (for rating point ties) 
a. If either team has defeated the other in regular season play, the 
winner shall be the district representative. If they have not played go 
to b 'below. 
b. The team whose opponents have the highest rating point average as 
determined above shall be the district representative. If a tie 8Ü1I 
occurs go to e below. 
c. The team whose opponents have the most wins shall be the district 
representative. If a tie still exists go to d below. 
d. The team whose opponents have fewer defeats shall be the district 
representative. If a tie still exists go to e below.

tailed or shut down their plants, re­ 
sulting in food shortages. 


Even now, with the price freeze lifted 


on all foods except beef, future sup­ 
plies are unpredictable. And with 
beef prices frozen until Sept. 12, the 
short-term supply is particularly low. 


Remember, even under Phase IV, re­ 


tail prices can be increased only in 
relation to increased cost of agricul­ 
tural products. Not a single cent of 
this increase represents additional 
profit for Kroger.

India celebrated 26 years of 
independence on Aug. 15, facing 
not one but many crises and 
what Prime Minister Indira 
Gandhi described as “our acid 
test as a nation..’* 
Crisis is nothing new for 
India.

father, Jawaharlal Nehru, took j

“Everyone seems hell-bent on 
getting as much and giving as

Everywhere there are 
signs of strife and unrest...” 
Disappointment Voiced 
Much of the blame centered 
on the slender figure of Mrs. 
Gandhi. 
In successive elections she

HOUSTON (UPI) — The 
drought-stricken West African 
nations of Mali and Mauritania 
will be surveyed next month by 
Skylab to collect data on 
possible water and food sour­ 
ces.The African photography is 
one of 17 picture-taking sweeps 
the Skylab 2 astronauts will 
make 
after the 
first 
of 
September. 
The pilots made nine surveys 
>ver the United States, South­ 
east Asia and Australia in the 
Eirst two weeks of the 59 day 
[light. Sun lighting conditions 
luring most of August have 
been unfavorable for the earth 
resources data collection, said 
Richard W i 1 m a r t h, project 
scientist for the Earth Re­ 
sources Experiment Package 
(EREP) on Skylab. 
Wilmarth said when lighting 
conditions change “we’ll have 
three weeks of very, very 
interesting and certainly fruit­ 
ful data collection for EREP.” 
Wilmarth said the Skylab 2 
crew of .Alan L. Bean, 'Owen K. 
Garriott and Jack R. Lousma 
did an excellent Job running the 
battery of cameras and heat- 
sensitive instruments for the 
first series of surveys. 
Drought Studies Made 
Bean told ground controllers 
the pilots hoped to be well 
ahead of their schedule on 
other experiments by Septem­ 
ber so they can concentrate on 
the earth, surveys, possibly 
conducting two a day to collect 
more data than planned. 
Wilmarth said the surveys 
over Mali and Mauritania can 
well benefit the population with 
information on locations of 
surface water and vegetation. 
“It isn’t a direct accounting 
of what the drought conditions 
arc,” Wilmarth said. “It’s more 
of an indirect understanding of 
the extent of the drought, the 
characterisli.es w i t h i n the 
drought and the drought area 
itself as determined by vegeta­ 
tion, surface water and things 
like that.” 
He said the African survey 
data, will get top priority for 
processing and delivery to the 
researchers after splashdown. 
Wilmarth said in the first two 
weeks of Skylab 2, the as­ 
tronauts collected more than 
four hours of data, over 125 
selected sites. He said the first 
Skylab flight, which lasted 28 
days, collected data over less 
than 190 sites in 12 surveys. 
New Sweeps Planned 
The data is being collected 
for 145 researchers in. the U.S. 
and 21 foreign countries. 
The second Skylab crew 
conducted the first survey in 
the eastern hemisphere, sweep­ 
ing from Thailand, across 
Malaysia and over the heart­ 
lands of Australia. Wilmarth 
said the data collected will be 
for studies on crops, population 
growth and land use planning, 
sea surface conditions and 
natural resources.

to tighten their belts. 
“At a time when the 
government itself acknowledges 
that almost half of all Indians 
live below the poverty line,” 
UPI corres pond ent Leon Daniel, 
noted from the scene, “it was 
like telling a blind man to stop 
ogling the girls.” 
Facing the government not 
only were food shortages and 
inflation, but 
also serious 
charges of corruption reaching 
deep into Mrs. 
Ghandhi’s 


Congress party. Floods follow­ 
ing upon drought had brought 
new hardship to tens of 
millions. 
A railroad strike had disrupt­ 
ed food supplies. An electrical 
workers’ dispute in New Delhi 
interrupted the capital’s power 
and water supplies. 
Shortages of raw materials 
had led to industrial shutdowns, 
contributing further to India’s 
already serious unemployment 
problem. 


Last year the government 
announced it was taking over 
the wholesaling of wheat and 
sought to purchase eight million 
tons from Indian farmers. 
Many farmers refused to sell 
and the government succeeded 
in buying only about four 
million tons. Much of the 
hoarded grain found its way 
into the black market. 
The government has pur­ 
chased about one million tons 
of wheat from the United States 


but needs 3.5 million more. 
Tardiness in instituting the 
program and the skyrocketing 
price of wheat will add millions 
of dollars to the cost. 
A. root cause of India’s 
difficulties is its population 
which increases by 13 million 
annually. But such is the 
treadmill upon which it is 
caught that it has been forced 
to reduce spending on birth 
control to import food for the 
population already in hand.
